| France does, fhe had certainly effited her Purpofe: But 


fhe was too haughty, and fcorned to fteal univerfal Power 
by undermining Practices of Corruption and Diffimulation 
with the leffer States, which if fhe had done, and kept 
them neuter "till fhe had conquered France, the principal 
Objet of her Arms, fhe might have played the PoAphemus 
upon the reft, and been Miftrefs of all Europe... Such Me- 
thods were below the arrogant Grandeur of a Hi/pa- duftrian 
Court, which nothing would content but open Conquctt, 
Alexandrian or Cafarian Vitory | 


She went a great Way in this Manner, infomuch that 
Charles V. took Francis I. of France Prifoner at the Battle 
of Pavia, who, after having been detained thirteen Months 
in Spain, was fet at Liberty upon hard Conditions, or rather 
very eafy ones, for the tricking Genius of the French was 
even then fo prevalent, that the States of the Kingdom 
would not fuffer him to perform any one of them. This 
caufed a new War and the Troubles of France happening 
fometime after, the Spaniards took Advantage of them, 
and gained Ground, which engaging us again{t them, to 
avert their Project of univerfal Power, the Peace of Veroins 


enfued, and eftablifhed the magnanimous Hexry IV. in the 


peaceable Poffeffion of the Throne of France, which after- 
wards, under the Genius of Cardin! Ricbliew, gained the 
Afcendancy over Spain, and enabled Louis Quatorse to finith 
not only what the Cardinal had fo fuccefsfully carried on, 
bat to’fet up France to facceed Spain in her Projech of en- 





flaving Europe ; to which the miftaken Politics of Cromawe//, 
in the Affiftance he gave the French, greatly contributed : 
W hereas the long Parliament before him wifcly kep: thee 
two Powers in equal Ballance. 


Our Charles I1. fe!l into the like Miftake with Crom- 
qwell, and affifted the French againft the Dutch, which had 
like to have finifhea the Liberties of Europe, if the Prince 
of Orange had not happily ftemm’d their Power, and given 
the Fortune of France {uch a Turn, after he was King of 
England, that Queen Anne was enabled to finith the Reverfe 
of Fortune; and yet we find the Power of France now 
branched out over the better Moiety of Europe, and giving 
Law to the whole, and confequently threatens the whole 
with imminent Danger. 


Spain, that contended fo long with the Houfe of Bour- 
bon, is now under her Influence; and I think all the Do- 
minions that belonged to that Crown in Jta/y (except Milan) 
with the Addition of Parma, Placentia, and Guafiala, She 
has alfo in her Hands Sicily and Majorca in the Mediter- 
ranean. The Franche Comte in Germany is annexed to 
Strafbourg, Lorrain, &c. are likewife her's. She 
hasalfo all the Country of Artois, the beft Partof Hainault, 
Part of Luxemburgh, and near a Moiety of the Spani> 
Provinces in the Netherlands, if we except Holland. So 
that France, as it may be well faid, befides her own natural 
Power, is aggrandized by the Pofleffion of many confider- 
able Parcels of, and commands almoft all, the vat Hifa- 
Aufirian Dominions, which overpowered her heretofore : 
So that fhe has rot only got her great Rival down, but fat 
in her Hands to actuate as fhe thinks fic.
